Void Among the 3. Year-Olds: 
Andy Schuttinger Cracks Down 


New York 
Three-year-old racing is never without 
its interest, but this season looks as un- 
promising as any I’ve seen for a while. 
As far as Jamaica is concerned, it was 
Olympia and nothing else. There were 
some hopes for Wine List, but he did 
something to his foot in his first start, 
and cooled cut lame. There were high 
hopes for Blue Peter, but he got sick. 
There wasn’t any hope for Mr. Busher 
in this corner, since it was evident to his 
trainer. as long ago as February, that he 
couldn’t make the Derby, despite all the 
later nonsense to the contrary. 


Capot and Slam Bang, the latter not 
a Derby nominee, look like all the imme- 
diate opposition Olympia will have, in 
the East. And remember that at this 
writing, Olympia has been giving weight 
and he won't have to now. until mid- 
summer. 

So it was a pleasure to see some good 
performances last week in the handicap 
field, and to welcome back a couple of 
horses which look as if they might have 
something to say about honors in that 
division. One of these was C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Mount Marcy, which got everybody 
excited for a while last spring. and then 
didn’t do very much. He ran in a six 
furlong affair on last Friday. against a 
field of moderately useful horses. It 
wasn’t that he won, which was encour- 
aging: it was that they gave him nothing

at all to do. He had 126 pounds, giving 
weight all around, and he just ran off 
and left the field, winning by 414 lengths. 
He’s a remarkably handsome chestnut, 
flashy and big, and I believe he’s much 
improved over last year. 

The other return was that of Conniver, 
Harry La Montagne’s big Discovery 
mare. She’s been wintering at Aiken, in 
charge of Billy Post, and she too came 
out in a six-furlong affair. She looked 
unusually light, as if she were carrying 
a hundred pounds or so less flesh than 
she did last year, and I thought that at 
six furlongs she had about as much 
chance as Rippey would at two miles. 
She always runs late, and last year she 
was almost as bad as Stymie for getting 
behind a field, and six furlongs doesn’t 
suit her. 

Sure enough, she was last in three 
strides, and she stayed that way for three 
furlongs. But she wasn’t as bad a last 
as I'd expected, and when Eric Guerin 
let her loose, she ate up the stragglers 
at once. and bore down on the leading 
Itsabet in the upper stretch. You could 
see a quarter-mile out that no sprinter 
was going to withstand her in the 
stretch, and Conniver kept coming stead- 
ily and won going away. If she has 
added a moderate early foot to her clos- 
ing power she’s going to be a big factor 
in this season’s handicap racing. 

Still, the horse that everybody will

He had the 
speed to stay close to Energetic until 
Erickson was ready to go, and then he 
went up fast. He got a pretty grim chal- 
lenge from Vulcan’s Forge at the top of 
the stretch, but he pulled away from it in 
the last furlong. 


JERSEY. Though he had bad luck 
with Blue Veter, and Harbourton isn’t 
going anywhere—not anywhere good— 
Andy Schuttingre has the J. M. Roebling 
2-year-olds honed to a fine edge. Last 
Thursday he won with two of them, both 
fillies. The first was Calumny, a daugh- 
ter of Case Ace and Black Flower, which 
had been second in her one previous 
start. Next was Bells of War, which got 
unusual attention because she is a_ half 
sister, by War Relic, to Blue Peter. She 
won practically all the way. Both fillies 
ran their five furlongs in 1:0114 through 
slop. 

Bells of War had been out only once 
before (fourth), and this was also true 
of East Indies, an Eight Thirty-Mercy 
colt which ran on Saturday. He was 
fifth in his first out, but on Saturday he 
came home easily. His stablemate, Mrs. 
Schuttinger’s Ferd, a first starter, took 
second place and made a freak place 
payoff which was larger than the straight. 
The system on the Roebling 2-year-olds, 
apparently, is to watch them run once, 
and then go for the money, though I 
don’t recommend this as a_ system. 

Incidentally, the 2-year-olds are life- 
savers. Though the New York tracks are 
stuffed full of horses, they stay out of 
the entry box, for no very clear reason. 
On Thursday, Jamaica had to put on

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STAKES & HORSES 


Rain and Races at Lexington: 
Capot Toughs It Out at Havre 


At Lexington, a man can see race 
horses as easily as a New Yorker can see 
people. But unless he wants to travel, 
he can see horse races only at Keene- 
land’s brief meetings in the spring and 
fall. 

Last week at Keeneland the hardboots 
and their neighbors from a hundred miles 
around saw sunshine, rain, wind, hail, 
and other manifestations of Kentucky’s 
notoriously unformful weather, and these 
races: 


PHOENIX HANDICAP. Opening-day 
feature at the Lexington course was the 
Phoenix Handicap, at six furlongs. The 
history of the Phoenix, if collected, would 
stretch to at least twice six furlongs. 
Daily Racing Form noted that the current 
renewal was the 87th, though another 
source had placed the inaugural running 
in 1882. Horseplayers were not concerned 
about this, however. They concentrated 
on more immediate past performances, 
to the end that most of them concluded 
that Calumet Farm’s Free Amercia was 
the likely winner. The son of *Blenheim 
2nd was made the 7 to 5 favorite, but 
he couldn’t be made to win. 

At the wire, James C. Ellis’s Miss Neal 
was first by a resolute nose, after having 
taken the lead from Pinebloom in the 
stretch. Free America was second, Alme- 
now third. 

The 4-year-old Pinebloom, which had 
led into the stretch, was owned by Hal 
Price Headley, who has been closely 
identified with Keeneland. The mare 
which went past him on her way to the 
winner’s circle was owned by the man 
who is the principal stockholder in Dade 
Park, a track in the western part of Ken- 
tucky. She is by Sweeping Tide, which 
was bred and raced by Mr. Ellis and 
was trained by O. Johnson, who still 
trains the Ellis horses. Miss Neal was 
bred at the Ellis farm near Henderson, 
in western Kentucky. 


ASHLAND STAKES. After the hail- 
storm on opening day, which struck just 
before the running of the Phoenix 


_ Handicap, the raw wind on the day of 


the Ashland Stakes seemed summery. 
This time the favorite was not so fickle, 
and Woodvale Farm’s Tall Weeds ar- 
rived on schedule in the six-furlong race 
for 3-year-old fillies. She had a four- 
length margin over Calumet’s Wistful, 
the second choice. Warsick came in 


third, half a length ahead of Lithe. 

It was the first start since last Novem- 
ber for the Woodvale filly, which ran 
her score to four wins and a third in 
five starts. Conn McCreary, who had 
piloted Woodvale’s Halt, a Derby eligible, 
to victory on the first day of the meeting, 
was atop Tall Weeds, a Haltal filly from 
*Starweed, dam of Teddy Weed and 


other winners. 


AT HAVRE DE GRACE. The Chesa- 
peake Trial will remain green in the 
memories of racegoers as the vehicle for 
the No. 1 upset of 1948—Saggy beat Cita- 
tion. Alsab, the leading 2-year-old of 
1941, had gone under to Colchis in the 
Trial of 1942, with Bright Willie, another 
well-liked contender, farther up the 
track. So Citation’s setback was not with- 
out precedent in the brief history of the 
Havre feature. 

But on Monday, April 10, 1949, there 
were no lofty reputations out on the limb, 
and the outcome closely followed the 
script, as written on the odds board by 
the players. Henry H. Hecht’s The Pinch- 
er, favorite at $2.50 to $1, led all the 
way and stood off Mrs. H. H. Ellison 
Jr.’s Sun Bahram, an outsider, in a des- 
perate finish. Commodore Lea, another 
well played contender, was third. Crispin 
Oglebay’s Noble Impulse, topweight at 
122 (The Pincher had 114, Sun Bahram 
115) battled with The Pincher for the 
lead, wilted in the stretch to finish fifth. 

If there was a hero to the race, besides 
The Pincher, it was Sun Bahram, which 
was last for half a mile, closed like a 
frightened ha’nt in the stretch. 

The six furlongs were run in 1:11%, 
a second slower than Pep Well’s track 
record.

When James C. Ellis’ 5-year-old mare Miss Neal 
defeated Calumet’s favored Free America in the 
Phoenix Handicap, a whole series of firsts went 
with the winner: Miss Neal is Sweeping Tide’s 
first stakes winner, she is the first stakes winner 


to be bred by her owner, and the Phoenix was 
her first stakes win. 

Miss Neal wis foaled in 1944 at James C. Ellis’ 
275-acre breeding farm near Owensboro, Ky., where 
her sire, Sweeping Tide, is at stud. 

The mare started in the Churchill Downs Debu- 
tante Stakes at two, in 1946, but she failed to 
place, and did not start in another stakes until] 
her successful ver:ture in the Phoenix. She opened 
the 1949 season at New Orleans with an eight. 
length victory. She was second in her next start, 
at Oaklawn Park, and won her last two. 

Miss Neal’s owner, James C. Ellis, is president 
of the Dade Park Jockey Club, which operates 
Dade Park at Henderson, Ky. He also has a 
sizeable breeding farm which includes 50 mares 
and several stallions. 

Sweeping Tide raced through 1940. He won 
19 races and earned $6.825. He did not win 
any stakes.

The Pincher was foaled April 3, 1946, at A. B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. He was 
consigned to a Belmont Park paddock sale on 
September 30, 1948, by the Mill River Stable, 
owned by Mrs. Barclay K. Douglas, his breeder. 
H. Hl. Hechi. his present owner, bought him for 
$20,000. His half brother Bedrock (by Bimelech) 
was sold at the same.time to E. B. Ogden for 
$7,400. Bedrock was three. 

The Chesapeake Trial winner was the third 
stakes winner of the year for his sire, *Heliopolis, 
which stands at Coldstream Stud. The others 
are Ace Admiral (Santa Anita Maturity) and 
Oiymp'a (Kentucky Derby favorite). 

Last November The Pincher set a track record 
at Pimlico, carrying 115 pounds over six furlongs 
in 1:10%.

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The Kentucky Derby was conceived 
with the intention that it should become 
the first-ranking 3-year-old classic of the 
American Turf, and accordingly, like the 
equivalent classes of other countries, was 
patterned closely after the conditions of 
the English Derby. Since racing in 
America is governed and organized on a 
state, rather than national, basis, the 
Kentucky Derby has had to compete with 
the principal 3-year-old races of other 
sections. For many years it ranked well 
down the list in national prestige. 

In the last thirty-odd years the Derby 
at Churchill Downs has gained and held 
the rank for which it was intended—No. 1. 
This year’s running will be the seventy- 
fifth, and the anniversary has been com- 
memorated by the issue of an excellent, 
well illustrated, and beautifully printed 
history, prepared by Brownie Leach. 

Herewith THe Broop-Horse presents 
its tabulation of the 74 year history of 
the Kentucky Derby, together with mis- 
cellaneous notes to answer in advance the 
perennial questions concerning the race.

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THE BUSINESS SIDE 


No Trend Is 
Yet Established 


Individual race tracks are having their 
ups and downs in 1949, but so far there 
is not enough data available to establish 
a national trend one way or the other. 


A survey of statistics from the four 
most recently completed race meetings 
gives a general idea of the varying na- 
tion-wide picture. Two of the four tracks 
reported increases in average mutuel han- 
dle, and two reported decreases. One of 
the two with increased betting reported 
a drop in attendance, the other reported 
a gain. Of the tracks with a drop in 
pari-mutuel handle, one had an increase 
in attendance, one a decrease. 


In purse distribution, two dropped as 
much as 3 per cent, one dropped less 
than 1 per cent, and one increased purses 
by almost 2 per cent. 

To the man who owns stock in a race 
track, business unfolds with the meeting 
at his track, but the observer wiih au 
interest in all race tracks will have to 


wait for the 1949 picture to fill out me 
completely. These are results so far: 


SANTA ANITA PARK. The 1949 
ineeting at the West Coast track suffered 
a 19 percent decrease in average daily 
mutuel handle, and a 14 percent drop in 
attendance. Purse distribution was down 
about 414 percent. Total mutuel handle 
in 1949 was $87.419.464 compared to ap- 
proximately $108 million in 1948. 


OAKLAWN PARK. Good weather for 
the 1949 spring meeting at Oaklawn Park 
is given partial credit for an increase in 
attendance. Mutuels, however, took a 
drop, and purses were down a fraction. 

The average daily mutuel handle in the 
meeting just completed was $376,843 in 
1948 compared to $366,365 in 1949, a 
decrease of a little over 214 per cent. 

But the attendance increase was a 
cheering fact. Average daily attendance 
was 614 percent above 1948. But all 
credit cannot be given to Arkansas wea- 
ther, for there was an attendance increase 
in 1948 over 1947. Average daily purse 
distribution in 1949 was $10.699 com- 
pared to $10,794 the previous year. a de- 
crease of less than 1 per cent. 


SUNSHINE PARK. This Florida track 
suffered a drop in attendance but an in- 
crease in mutuel handle. Average daily 
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attendance was 2.605 in 1949 compared 
to 3,258 in 1948. The daily mutuel aver 
age went from $100,612 in 1948 to $102,- 
328 in 1949, a 2 percent increase. Mu- 
tuels at Sunshine Park have risen each 
year since the re-inauguration of racing 
at the track in January, 1947. 

But of more interest to horsemen was 
an increase ot about 2 per cent in average 
daily purse distribution. 


FAIR GROUNDS. At New Orleans, 
the number of racing days during 


the season just ended was deceased 
from 90 to 75. Average purse dis. 


tribution was whittled about 314 per 
cent. Average daily attendance increased 
from 5,701 to 7,655, and daily mutuel 
handle went from $238,926 to $308,723. 
Totals for the Louisiana track list mutuel 
handle for the 1948-1949 meeting at $19,- 
140.820 compared to $17,922,430 for the 
previous season. 


HIALEAH PARK. This track contin 
ued to improve facilities and generally 
make things more comfortable for bet- 
tors. The final analysis revealed a drop 
in mutuel volume of a little over 4% 
percent against an expected 10 per cent 
drop.

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C. Frank Dunn Gives Boundaries 
Of West’s First Race Course 


In recent years C. Frank Dunn, a former secre- 
tary of the Lexington, Ky., Board of Commerce, 
has made a hobby of studying the early history 
of the community, which was once the cultural 
center and Turi headquarters for the Jand West 
of the Allegheny Mountains. Relying largely upon 
official lawsuits, ete.—he has 
turned up many items not noted by previous his- 
torians. Here for the first time he fixes the site 
of the first organized racing in Lexington. 


records—deeds, 


Historians agree that the first races in 
“the West” were on South Broadway at 
an “early date.” Col. Robert Patterson, 
the founder of Lexington, confirms that. 
When he entered his claim to the land 
on South Broadway, he referred to that 
thoroughfare as “the Race Paths”—in 
February, 1783. 

However, none of the historians under- 
takes to tell where the first race course 
was established. One historian said— 
and several copied it—that the race 
course, or at least racing, in the 1790's 
was on the Commons. If you'll look it 
up, youll find that the Commons merely 
provided a place for “shew horses”—just 
as Cheapside did later. 

Since Louisville this year is celebrating 
75 years of the Kentucky Derby, Lexing- 
ton might take the opportunity to com- 
memorate its 160th anniversary. And, in 
this connection, it may be well to cite 
some actual locations. 

The first race course “in the West” was 
at the junction of “the Frankfort Road” 
and “the Georgetown Road.” The area 
today is bounded by Main (“Frankfort 
Road”), Georgetown (“Georgetown 
Read”), Fourth, and the town line—just 
east of Jefferson Street. The races held 
there were first advertised in the Ken- 
tucke Gazette in 1789. 

“Free entry” was advertised for the fall 
races in 1792--the year Kentucky was ad- 
mitted to statehood—but there is no men- 
tion of “Statehood Stakes.” 

In 1797. the Lexington Jockey Club 
was organized, and racing, which had not 
missed a single year before that. was con- 
tinued here, at the “Lexington Course,” 
until fall 1811, when the “Pond Course” 
was opened. 

The “Race Field” (turf) area described 
above was in the 200-acre Military Survey 
owned by Col. John Todd when he was 
killed at the Battle of Blue Licks in 1782. 
His daughter, Mrs. Mary O. Russell, in- 
herited the grant and she permitted the 
racing to continue until 1811. when she 
decided to open a subdivision there and 
loaned the Jockey Club part of the “Pond 
Tract.” This was a tract of 1.000 acres 
Mrs. Russell inherited from her father. 


It was so named for the large pond that 
many Lexington readers of this article 
will recall, on the Liberty Pike near the 
Winchester Pike. Long after racing ceased 
there—after the 1860's. in  fact—the 
“Pond” was a very attractive “garden”— 
similar to Fowler’s Garden. which was a 
little nearer the town. 


Not only have historians overlooked the 
first race course, but they have confused 
the issue by claiming it was “near the 
cemetery.” This evidently arose from the 
exciting news in local papers about the 
finding of the body of the murdered John 
Bibb “in William Williams’ Race Field” 
on Sunday morning, January 15, 1813. 
This was not a Jockey Club course—and 
it was on the West side of Georgetown 
Street, opposite the official race course. 
then removed to the “Pond.” 

Mrs. Russell meantime had opened 
Jefferson. Short. Todd, Second, Third. and 
Fourth streets throvgh the old Race 
Field. and. beginning in 1814, began 
selling the building lots that comprise 
that area today. She built her own resi- 
dence on Second Street—the beautiful and 
classical house known later as the “Pres- 
ton Place.” recently razed for the St. Jos- 
eph’s Hospital nurses’ home. 
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That Race Field was the scene of the 
famous race in 1799 between Alfred and 
the Cynthiana colt—transferred here from 
Frankfort, the Kentucky Gazette stated. 
William Dailey. colorful “free man of 
color,” leased the infield of the Race 
Field in 1801. for seven years, to grow 
wheat, but all he reaped was an attach- 
ment two years later for non-payment of 
rent. The sheriff was “commanded in 
the name of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky to seize the eleven stacks of wheat 
now standing on the Race Ground, ad- 
joining the outlots of Lexington.” to sat- 
isfy a debt of 40 pounds, 16 shillings. 
Henry Clay, Esq. (no less!), brought 
a counter suit on behalf of Dailey for 
£300 damages, for the plaintiff's snap ac- 
tion in appropriating the “eleven stacks 


of wheat in a certain field called the 
Race Field. on Main Street.” Dailey, 
whose residence was the finest brick 


house in Lexington, at this time reaped 
a lot of other lawsuits. Mr. Clay de- 
fended him in all of them—and got 
Dailey’s house for his fee, the record in- 
dicates. Dailey threw up the sponge in 
1803, opened a stagecoach line to Frank- 
fort and set up a “Half Way House”— 
which became the best known and most 
popular tavern in Kentucky. 

Ben G. Bruce said the War of 1812 in- 
terrupted racing for ten or twelve years— 
the fall notice of 1822 being the next 
record. The races wound up at the

MAN AND BEAST 


While it is not likely that anyone will 
ever object to firing, which is the com- 
mon treatment of many leg ailments 
among horses, there is one man at least 
who can testify that it doesn’t constitute 
cruelty. Dr. Eugene George, a California 
veterinarian, was suffering from a_ bad 
knee, injured while overseas with the 
Army. He decided that his torn ligament 
might respond to firing and _ forthwith 
heated up his irons and punch-fired his 
knee. It amounted to what is called pin- 
firing in horses. 

Said Veterinarian George, “It didn’t 
hurt any worse than a tattoo needle.” He 
followed the firing operation with an ap- 
plication of leg paint, and hasn’t had any 
trouble with his knee since. Radical as 
his treatment might appear, Dr. George 
points out that firing used to be common 
treatment for humans but was abandoned 
because of the ensuing scars. TRA

OBITUARY 


Walter Hapgood 


Walter E. Hapgood, 75, manager-editor 
of the Horsemen’s News, published by the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As. 
sociation, died at Boston on April 12. Mr, 
Hapgood formerly had been sports editor 
of the Boston Herald and the Boston 
Traveler, and was closely associated with 
baseball. as a writer and as an official 
of the Boston Braves and the Rochester 
team of the International League.

Nell K.’s victory in the Astarita Stakes last 
year started a chain of inquiries about her sire, 
her owner, her general background. As the story 
finally was pieced together, the filly was foaled 
February 28, 1946, at James D. Norris’s Fair Oaks 
Farm, at Fair Oaks, Ind., about 70 miles from 
Chicago. Mr. Norris had kept his Thoroughbreds 
there from 1940, when he first became interested 
in racing and breeding, until November, 1947, 
when they were moved to Spring Hill Farm, near 
Paris, Ky. Thomas W. Blake is manager at Spring 
Hill. He has been with Mr. Norris for about 20 
years, first at Lake Forest, Ill., and then at Fair 
Oaks. He developed the present Spring Hill 
establishment. 

The veteran trainer J. B. Partridge also has 
had a hand in making Nell K. Crowfoot, her 
sire, was bought by H. P. Headley for $3,000 
as a yearling at the Xalapa Farm dispersal in 


1939. He raced first for Mr. Headley, then was 
sold to Mr. Partridge as a 3-year-old. Crowfoot 
was a big colt, difficult to train. He earned 


only $2,385 during two seasons of racing, but Mr. 
Partridge liked him, thought he ought to have 
a chance at the stud. He had just moderate op- 
portunity: only fcur foals by him had been regis- 
tered through 1946. He has five foals reported 
from the crop of 1947. 


Sea Elf, dam of Nell K., is an unraced daugh- 
ter of Halcyon which Mr. Partridge bought as a 
yearling from Charles A. Asbury’s consignment 
to Saratoga in 1910. He paid $450 for her, lowest 
price paid for any of the Halcyon auction year- 
lings in that season of low prices. 

James D. Norris, owner of Spring Hill Farm, 
is a resident of Chicago. He is one of the biggest 
grain operators in the country, and owns several 
farms besides the one at Paris. He also is con- 
nected with various sporting enterprises: the De- 
troit Red Wings hockey team, the Chicago Stadium, 
New York’s Madison Square Garden. Nell K. is 
named for a niece. 

Nell K. won the Astarita Stakes last year, was 
second in the Autumn Day Stakes. An earlier 
stakes placing this year was a third in the Jasmine 
Stakes.

Piet was foaled March 5, 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm, about 12 miles from 
Lexington. His sire, Grand Slam, won the Ar- 
lington Futurity of 1935 for the Bomar Stable, 
nom de course of C. B. Bohn and Peter A. Mar- 
key, Detroit industrialists. Piet is the French- 
Swiss version of Pete, Mr. Markey’s nickname. 


1945, at Henry H. 


Grand Slam was bought by Bohn and Markey 
in 1934. They paid $22,000 at private sale for 
11 yearlings bred by John Oliver Keene. Grand 
Slam was among them. He won the Kentucky 
Jockey Club, Pimlico Nursery, and Arlington Fu- 
turity Stakes at two, received a tendon injury 
and did not race again until five. 


He was retired to stud at Mr. Keene’s Keene- 
land Stud, Lexington. Mr. Keene had an interest 
in him, and after the noted horseman’s death in 
1943, Grand Slam was bought at auction for 
$75,000 by a syndicate comprising Bohn and 
Markey, Mr. Knight, William Helis, Fred B. 
Koontz, and Frederick Peters. Since then Grand 
Slam has stood at Almahurst. Larry S. MacPhail 
bought the Bomar Stable’s half interest in him 
last week (see Stud News). 

Valdina Lark, dam of Piet, was bought from 
the Greenwich Stud consignment to the 1939 Sara- 
toga Sales by the late Emerson F. Woodward’s 
Valdina Farms for $5,200, highest price paid for 
any of the Greenwich yearlings. The filly average 
that year was $1,565. After winning for Valdina 
Farms at two, she was placed at stud. 

Mr. Woodward was killed in a railroad crossing 
accident in 1943. In January, 1944, Mr. Knight 
bought all the Thoroughbreds at Valdina Farms 
and sold most of them. Valdina Lark was sold 
to Bohn and Markey, and in the recent dissolu- 
tion of the Bomar Stable was repurchased by Mr. 
Knight. 

On April 3, 1947, Piet set a track record of 
:46% for four furlongs at Gulfstream Park. He 
hit the finish line with all four legs extended, 
like a rocking horse, as shown in a photograph 
in Tue Bioop-Horse of April 19, 1947, page 138. 

At two, Piet won the Arlington Futurity and 
the Richard Johnson and the Spalding Lowe Jen- 
kins Stakes, was third in the Primer Stakes. Last 
year he won the Ral Parr Stakes and the Skokie 
Handicap. Prior to winning the Jamaica Handicap 
this year, he was second to Nearway in the Rowe 
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Memorial Handicap at Bowie on March 28. 

In the Yardstick for 3-year-olds, Piet was 
weighted at 109 pounds, in the same classification 
with Dinner Gong, Salmagundi, and Watermill. 
Citation headed the division at 137. In the Yard- 
stick for 3-year-clds and upward, at 106 pounds, 
Piet was classed with Shim Malone, *Fast and 
Fair. Galloway. Bug Juice, Blue Border, Dinner 
Gong, Salmagundi, Watermill, Faucon, Bridal 
Flower, *Olhaverry, and Please Me.

He was bought by Ricardo 
Hernandez at the “cull” vendues for 9,000 pesos 
and was taken to Peru, where he raced with con- 
siderable success at two and_ three. 

Ramon Jimenez, the Panamanian soft drink king 
and sportsman, bought *Pretal from his Peruvian 
owners and shipped him to California for racing. 
He arrived last summer, but did not start until 
February 16, at Santa Anita Park. On_ that 
occasion he finished ninth to Top’s Boy in a 
Class C handicap. at seven furlongs. He has im- 
proved steadily as he has become used to the 
tracks and racing ways of North America. 

The San Franciscan Handicap was his first U. S. 
win from six starts. He came from behind, after 
racing fairly close to the front, and just got up 
to beat Roman In, which was disqualified for 
swerving and placed last.

Notes of the Sales 


Belying the calendar, the mid-April sale 
turned out to be an overcoat session. 
Chill winds nipped and harassed those 
who would have lingered outside the 
sales pavilion, and even indoors, every- 
one kept his coat buttoned. 


The new brick terraced floor inside the 
pavilion raises all the seats, places those 
in the back row about a foot higher than 
formerly. New posts, topped by cast iron 
horse heads, like the old fashioned hitch- 
ing post, have been installed around the 
ring. 


Because of the Keeneland races, no 
extra stalls were available for the sales 
horses. Purchases had to be removed 
from the grounds immediately after the 
auction. 


A great many breeders showed up for 
the sale to observe the pulse of the mar- 
ket. They seemed pleased at the prices. 
Breeding stock, it appeared, sold a bit 
more strongly than the younger horses, 
indicating that the men in the produc- 
tion end of the horse business are not 
lacking in confidence. 


Bidding on the first offering. a yearling 
brown filly by Revoked—Audley Girl, by 
*Bright Knight. from the Howe consign- 
ment. opened at a modest $500. Then it 


edged slowly upward, in $100 rises, to 
$1,000. From there on it moved quickly. 


as the crowd warmed up. Final bid. it 
seemed, was $2.600. But there was a mix- 
up when the hammer fell, and the year- 
ling was brought back into the ring, and 
the bidding reopened. At the next ham- 
mer-fall she had gone to W. A. Harris. 
representing the Yolo Stable. of Cali- 
fornia. for $3.000. 


The Yolo Stable is owned by J. T. 
De Blois Wack. Besides the Revoked 
filly, the Californian got Chadonell. a 23- 
year-old Challedon filly, for $5.000, and 
Colossus, a 35-year-old half brother (by 
*Rhodes Scholar) to Donor, for $5.700. 

There also was a mixup in the bidding 
over a yearling brown colt by Alquest— 
Tiddlewink, by *Twink, from the Howe 
consignment. This time the encore brought 
a rise of $100—from $1.000 to $1.100. 


The 1949 season was paid on Audley 
Girl, which had at side a brown colt 
‘by Sun Again and had been bred this 
year to Revoked. However, it was an- 
nounced that the stud fee would not be 
refunded if the mare proved barren to 
Revoked. Joe W. Brown, who has been 
well represented in winter racing by the 
Louisiana Derby winner Rookwood, was 
the buyer, at $6,000. 


When the broodmare Lahara was led 
into the ring, bidding opened at $500, 
moved to $1.000, leaped to $5,000, finally 
stopped at $11.500. Next was the mare 
Rains Came. She opened at $2,000, shot 
to $5,000 on the next bid. Then the bid- 
ding slowed, and George Swinebroad had 
to work harder for the next $7.000. She 
went to Mr. Brown for $12.000. He also 
got Lahara. 


*Volendam, bought by Dan W. Scott, 
agent. for $3,600, had been bred to Shut 
Out. The 1949 cover was a return sea- 
son from 1948. It was announced that 
no return would be forthcoming if she 
proves barren to this year’s service. 


Dominican, a 3-year-old by Johnstown 
—Sweet as Sugar, by Man o’ War, was 
described in the catalogue as a colt. He 


is a gelding, as was announced at the 
sale. 


Quick Fire, a 2-year-old colt by Johns- 
town, in the Howe consignment, was an 
absentee. He had become cast in his stall 
the night before the sale, it was an- 
nounced, and was not in sales condition 
next morning. 


Almahmoud, the 2-year-old filly by 
* Mahmoud—Arbitrator, by Peace Chance, 
in the Taggart consignment. near- 
ing racing condition. She had been in 
training since January 1. it was an- 
nounced. and had worked a quarter in 
:2324. Mr. Taggart had bought her at 
Saratoga last summer from the Alma- 
hurst consignment for $15,000. Henry H. 
Knight. bidding for William Helis, bought 
her for the same figure. 


Foxey Rose, a 3-year-old Equifox filly 
from the Taggart lot. also is not far 
from the races—she had worked five fur- 
longs in 1:0325. Howard (Babe) Wells. 
who raced Equifox successfully and now 
has him at stud, bought the filly for 
$6.200. It was incorrectly noted in early 
reports on the sale that she had brought 
$5.200. 


Only Canadian buyer was the Ontario 
breeder Frank R. Conklin, who bought 
the 16-year-old Man o’ War mare Sweet 
as Sugar for $3,000. 


Larry MacPhail, the former baseball 
executive who has been represented at 


the races this year by the two-time 2. 
year-old winner Leonidoff, made only one 


purchase at the ringside. This was the 
broodmare Isleborough. But he was at 
Lexington to buy horses, and buy them he 
did. For details, see stud news, this is- 
sue.

ever started, War Bam suffered a serious 
injury to his knee and ankle when a 
van in which he was riding met with 
an accident. Had he been perfectly sound, 
he might have been a winner in high 
class company. He campaigns now in 
$5,000 claiming events, and wins at all 
our major tracks. He scored two victories 
and was second once at Santa Anita. 

After the Estrellita, Dina Bam _ will 
head for Hollywood Park, where she is 
eligible for the $25,000 Lassie and Star- 
let Stakes, and then for the Futurity at 
Del Mar. So far she has shown more 
speed than Honeymoon or Brown Jade 
at the same stage of their careers, and 
horsemen may be right in voting her a 
coming champion. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. Some interest- 
ing figures are contained in the eighth 
biennial report just issued by the Cali 
fornia Horse Racing Board. 


For example, since racing was legal- 
ized in 1933, a total of $1,826,888,156 has 
been wagered at the major tracks in 
California. The commission broke these 
figures down to include $1,344,285,889 
wagered during 1,270 days of racing at 
the southern tracks and $482,602,.267 dur- 
ing 1,451 days at the northern tracks. 

From 1933 through November 30, 1948, 
the State of California has received $94, 
076,363.76 in revenue from racing. Santa 
Anita, of course, has been the largest 
contributor, collecting a total of $35,422, 
879.29 for the State. Hollywood Park has 
collected $30.630.945.81, Bay Meadows 
$15.093.767.66. Del Mar $5,322,598.72, 
Tanforan $4.600.361.36 and Golden Gate 
Fields $3.005.810.92. 

During the same period, the associa- 
tions’ commission breakage has 
amounted to: Santa Anita—581 days and 
$52.955.277.60: Hollywood Park—406 
days and $46,099,574.42; Bay Meadows— 
871 days and $28.462.690.80; Del Mar— 
283 days and $11.679,225.77; Tanforan— 
493 days and $9,742,334.39; Golden Gate 

87 days and $5,225,978.31. 

There are more statistics, but those are 
the important ones. Chairman Loyd 
Wright and members Dwight Murphy 
and Nion Tucker, however. had a few 
recommendations to pass onto the gover 
nor and the State Legislature. 

These recommendations will be pub 
lished in the near future.
